number of men applying for work at 
each factory, gave a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter figures which showed the esti- 
mated number of unemployed who 
sought work Monday was 5000. 

The influx of the unemployed began 
Sunday night. Men who crossed the 
river from St. Louis to Granite City 
formed lines at the factories early in 
the night and stayed there in an effort 
to be the first to apply for work when 
the factories opened. All the early Me- 
Kinley system cars from St. Louis, 
starting at 3 a. m., were crowded with 
the men. 

A reporter visited each of the five 
factories to ascertain conditions. Theo- 
dorée Niedringhaus, superintendent of. 
the National Enameling and Stamping 
Co., refused to talk, but another official 
said the company had put on 500 work- 
men last Monday, when the plant had 
reopened, after being closed since be- 
fore the holidays. The normal eapacity 
of the plant is 1300 men. 

American Piant Not to Reopen. 

A. Walcher, superintendent of the 
American Steel Foundry Co., said the 
plant had been shut down for some time 
because it had no orders to fill. It 
manufactures equipment for freight 
cars. The morning newspaper had 
stated the factory would reopen Feb. 
1 on full time, giving employment to 
2000 men. Supt. Walcher said. if this 
was a fact he had not been notified 
of it. 

W. E. Hoblitzell, manager at the Com- 
monwealth Steel Co., said his company 
had been employing 2800 men for three 
months. The normal capacity is 2200 
men, but 600 additional workmen were 
employed to fill a rush of orders for 
equipment for passenger coaches. He 
attributed the closing of the American 
Steel Foundry Co. to the freight rate 
agitation, declaring the railroads were 
not ordering many freight cars. He 
said the “‘Safety-First’’ movement prob- 
ably was responsible for the rush fa 
his factory. 

W. H. Lawton, manager of the Gran- 
ite City Rolling Mills, said only 800 men, 
about half the normal force, were now 
employed there. They reduced their 
force by 80 men a month ago for lack 
of orders, he said. The morning news- 
paper had stated this plant would open 
Monday with work for 2000 men. 

The Corn Products Co. is running with 
800 men, about half the capacity, as this 
is a dull season in that business. Of- 
ficials stated they hoped soon to be run- 
ning at full capacity.

MACON, Ga., Jan. 19.—Congressional 
investigation of charges of official mis- 
conduct against Judge Emery Speer f 
the United States District Court be- 
gan here today by a subcommittee of 
the House Committee on Judiciary. Tue 
entire committee later will decide what 
action, if any, shall be taken. 

Chairman Webb stated that Judge 
Speer, who was present, would be al- 
lowed counsel to examine witnesses. 

Judge A. J. Cobb, counsel for Judge 
Speer, addressed the committee brieflv, 
promising co-operation in facili*~ting the 
investigation. Cystis Nottingh«. fon 
mer City Recorder of Macon, was the 
first witness. 

Testimony Is Given. 

Nottingham’s testimony was on wheth- 
er Judge Speer had violated a mandate 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. He testified that in 1904 he had 
sentenced Henry Jamison, said to be an 
employe of Judge Speer’s, to the chain 
gang for seven months for violation of 
a city ordinance and using obscene lan- 
guage. 

Jamison was released on habeas cor- 
pus proceedings in Judge Speer’s court 
The city of Macon appealed to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, which 
held that Judge Speer’s court was with- 
out jurisdiction. 

Chain Gang Case. 

Jamison was returned to the chain 
gang and again released by Judge Speer, 
who cited the City Attorney, Superin- 
tendent of Public Works, and Chief of 
Police, before him for contempt. That 
case was still pending, Nottingham tes- 
tified. 

Attorneys for Judge Speer read from 
a decision by the Supreme Court of 
Georgia in a similar case holding that 
a City Recorder was without authority. 

The hearinng was adjourned until later 
in the day because of the absence of 
certain witnesses.

ff VOUNST 
MINS LAURELS AT 
SYMPHONY “POP” 


Albin Steindel, Superbly Sup- 
ported by the Orchestra, 


Pleases Large Audience, 


The laurels of the “pop” season thus 
far were won at Sunday afternoon's 
Symphony Orchestra concert at the 
Odeon by Albin Steindel, fiery and soul- 
ful young violinist. Although only 20 
years old, he is a first violin of the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra. Wel- 
comed cordially at first for the sake of 
his brother, H. Max Steindel, first ‘cellist 
of the local orchestra, he quickly won 
his own way into the good graces of 
the audience through his engaging per- 
sonality, brilliant virtuosoship and im- 
petuosity of feeling. 

His program consisted of the formid- 
able “Souvenir de Moscow,” Opus 6, by 
Wieniawski; Chopin's Nocturne,“ Opus 
N. No. 2, arranged for the violin by 
Wilhelmj; and Cartier’s La Chasse,” 
adapted for the violin by Fritz Kreisier. 

Under the soloist’s deft touch in the 
first selection, the harmonics with which 
it bristles now whistled like a piccolo 
ineffably sweetened in tone, and now 
became ‘‘one sliding sigh of sound.” Its 
main theme, a Russian sarabande, was 
gung with thrilling tenderness. The Cho- 
pin nocturne afforded another instance 
of the luscious melody of Steindel’s in- 
strument, and the Carter-Kreisler com- 
position was performed with gallani 
dash. 


Two Encores. Exacted. 
The audience exacted two encores, 


Kreisler’s tuneful Schoen Rosmarin“ 
and Bach’s Fugue in G Minor, which 
had no accompaniment save the artist's 
own resonant double- stops. Conductor 
Zach accompanied the other selections 
at the plano. 

It is not too much to say that Stein- 
del revealed himself as a-worthy van- 
courier of Kreisler himself, who will 
appear at this week’s pair of concerts. 
If masterful technique and the gift of 
poignant emotion, achieved when one 
has just emerged from the teens, are 
garnests of success, a famous 
should lie before the Chicago violinist. 


Odd Conceit by Orchestra. 
The superb co-operation of the or- 


chestra made this the most charming 
of the year’s pops. In its rendition 
of Pierne’s Suite, ‘‘Izeyl;’ the various 
timbres of the instruments were com- 
bined into a flashing kaleidoscope of 
tone-colors. The odd conceit of scoring 
a solo violin and a ‘cello o an accom- 
paniment of the carillon had an effect 
of fairy-like daintiness. 

The other numbers -were Gounod’s 
Overture to “Mirella,” the alluring Web- 
er-Berlioz “Invitation to the Dance,“ 
the Introduction to Act II of Humper- 
dinck’s ‘“‘Koenigskinder,”’ the Entr’acte 
from Schubert's Rosamunde, and 
Zieher's waltz, Vienna Beauties.“ 

The audience overflowed into extra 
chairs 2 — in the aisles.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Legislation 
to enforce the use of steel passenger 
cars was taken up today by the House 
Commerce Committee.

OMEWHAT unsettled weather 
will prevail during the first 

part of the week over 
ot the country. but the latter part 
will be generally fair, the Weather 
Bureau announced yesterday in its 

weekly forecast. 

‘There are indications,” the offi- 
cial bulletin said, that the low 
pressures and rains and snows 
west ot the Rocky Mountains will 
be terminated after Monday,’ and 
will be followed by rising 
pressure, generally fair weath- 
er and lower interior temper- 
atures until the latter part of the 
week when another disturMance 
will probably approach the North 
Pacific Coast, bringing with it an- 
othef period of unsettled weather, 
over the North Coast states at 
least. 8 

In the plain states and the 
Northwest snows or rains with con- 
tinued high temperatures are prob- 
able by Tuesday or Wednesday, 
followed by fiar and colder weath- 
er during the second half of the 
week. 

“Bast of the Missouri river the 
weather will be unsettled with 
snows or raing during much of the 
Week, except that it will be gener- 
ally fair during Monday and Tues- 
day in the great central valley 
and Tuesday and Wednesday in 
the lake region and the Atlantic 
states.

DREYFUS, IS DEAD 


He eee main Forgeries Which 
Brought Condemnation cf 
Officer to Devil’s Island. 


By Associated Press. 


AMIENS, France, Jan. 19.—Gen. Marie- 
Georges Picquart, commander of the sec- 
ond French army corps, who was one of 
the most,prominent figures in the Drey- 
fus case, died here today, aged 60 years. 

Gen Picquart rose to high rank at an 
early age. He was an Alsatian by birth. 
While serving on the general staff Pic- 
quart discovered the forgeries which had 
brought about the comdemnation of 
Dreyfus to the horrors of Devil's Is- 
land. 

Picquart thereupoh became one of the 
most enthusiastic appellants for a re- 


| vision of the judgment on Dreyfus. His 


seal in this respect led to his arrest 
and imprisonment on various charges 
which were dismissed for want of éy- 
idence, In spite of the Court’s decision 
in his favor, he was retired from the 
service through the influence of anti- 
Dreyfus officials. 

During his retirement, Picquart, aided 
by Emile Zola and others, continued hia 
work in behalf of the man wha had been 
unjustly condemned. He finally suc- 


ly obtained this verdict from the French 
Supreme Court and both Dreyfus and 
Picquart were restored to ‘the active 
list of the French army.

Attorney-General Lucey Begins 
Suit to Protect Health of 
East Side Citizens. 


COLLECTIONS « MAY STOP 
Mayor Kiel Finds City With. 


No Facilities for Reducing 
Refuse. 


A temporary injunction against the 
hauling of St. Louis garbage to Stall- 
ings, Madison County, III., on the Mc- 


Kinley line, and its reduction there by 


the Illinois Fertilizer Co., was granted 
Monday in the Edwardsville Circuit 
Court by Judge Hadley. The petition 
for an injunction was filed by Attgrney- 
General Lucey of Illinois, represented y 
J. F. Ginnam and C. H. Burton as 


local counsel. 
Mayor Kiel and President Kinsey of 


the St. Louis Board of Public Improve- 
ments said the Court’s action might 
make it necessary to stop the collection 
of garbage in St. Louis for want of a 
place to reduce it. The hauling of gar- 
bage to Chesley Island has been stopped 
by the low stage of the river. A bill 
for a municipal garbage reduction plant 
is now before the House of Delegates, 
whose members have shown little m- 
terest in it. 

Judge Hadley, in granting the injunc- 

tion, said the defense Would have the 
privilege of filing any statement to the 
éffect that it intended to use a process 
which would avoid the objections made 
to the reduction plant at Stallings. The 
company’s lawyers said they would file 
such statements in few days. 
The injunction .petition sets forth that 
the operation of the Stallings plant. 
which was to begin Wednesday under its 
contract with the City of St. Louis, 
a nuisance, because of its 
odors, and should not be permitted to 
start. 

It is alleged the proximity of the 
plant to Glen Carbon, Collinsville, 
Granite City and Edwardsville, towns 
in Madison County, would be a men- 
ace to the health of residents of 
those places, It further is dlleged the 
hauling of the garbage would be 
injurious to people along the right-of- 
way of the electric line and also 
would be offensive to passengers rid- 
ing on this line and the Illinois Cen- 
tral and Clover Leaf railways, the 
right-of-way of these lines being 
near the McKinley line. The petition 
sets forth the plant is near Long 
Lake, a fishing resort, and the fish 


waste from the plant. 

The plant was formerly owned by the 
Great Western Reduction Co., which had 
the contract for disposing of St. Louis’ 
garbage and which went out of busig 
ness after it had been enjoined as a 
nuisance. The receivers of the old com- 
pany recently disposed of the assets to 
the present corporation, which made a 
new contract with the City of St. Louis.

They are: Boston, 
New York, Chicago, San Francisco, 
Minneapolis or. St. Paul, St. Louis, Ran- 
sas City, and Baltimore or Philadelphia. 
Both Forgan, Reynolds and Wheelan 
were insistent that the number of ra. 
gional banks establiehed should be held 
down to eight, the legal minimum.

The report was made ty. Henry W. 
Elliott, who jumped into the limelight 
several years ago, when he published 
a series of charges against the com- 
pany, Secretary Nagel of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor and va- 
rious other Government officials. 

The House Committee held long hear- 
ings on the subject at that time, and 
afterward Elliott was hired to make an 
investigation. The committee met and 
| ordered that the report be printed as a 
| public document. 

Elliott alleged that the Commercial 
company was indebted to the Govern- 
ment for many millions and advised the 
committee that suits should be brought 
against the company’s bondsmen. 
Former Senator Elkins of West Vir- 
ginia, D. O. Mills and other prominent 
men acted as bondsmen to see that the 
company lived up to its contract and 
did not violate the law. 

Two Reports to Committee. 
The charges against Nagel and others 
are contained in two reports made public 
by Representative Rothermel of Penn- 
sylvania, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in the. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. These reports were 
made by Henry W. Elliott and Andrew 
F. Gallagher, employed last June by the 
committee to gather information on the 
seal herds in the Alaska islands. They 
went to the Pribilof islands for thair 
investigations.

He left a note saying that Hazel 
Muellenger, 16 years old, of 3408 Wil- 
liam place, had broken his heart, and 
another note saying, ‘“Mayble—This is 
the one that caused it all, though sfie 
is a friend of mine.“ 


to be Miss Mayble Grahle, 19 years old, 
of 3450 Abner place, for love of whom 
another youth, Archie Johnson, 22, 
of 3734A South Broadway, killed himself 
August last by swallowing a solution 
of match heads. Taylor had been at- 
tentive to Miss Grahl as well as to Miss 
Mullenger. 

Taylor’s body was found after his 
landlady, Mrs. Alice Barry, knocked on 
his door at 6 a. m. Attempts at resusci- 
tation were made. first by Mrs. Barry’s 
son-in-law, John Creely, and policemen j 
at the house, then at the central dis- 
pensary, where a pulmotor, borrowed 
from the Union Electric Co., was used 
for an hour. 

Taylor, who W lived in: Okla- 
homa City, and who. work2d for the 
Acme Feed Cp., 5110 Easton avenue, had 
been boarding at Mrs. Barry’s home 
four weeks. 

Fuur Photographs of Girls Found. 

Four photographs, three of them of 
one girl and a fourth of another, and 
three notes, were on the table. A 
bottle of carholic acid, none of which 
had been used, was in the room. The 
note addressed to Miss Mullenger said: 

“You have broken my heart, but it is 
all my fault. I’m not blaming any- 
thing on you, for you are an innocent 
girl, and have always been true to me 
when I did right. 

Give my best regards to your folks, 
and kiss little Martha for me. Bye- 
bye, I will meet you in heaven. 

“Please don’t let anyone take that 
ring off your hand. I hope you will 
forgive me for the way 1 did last night. 
I only was so tired I could hardly walk. 
I will be 20 the 18th of April, and I 
would like to live a long and prosper- 
ous life, but under the gircumstances 
I don’t care to live any longer.“ 

On the back of the note was written, 
“Edith Davis, 6365 Easton. My sis.“ 
At Dance Together Saturday Nighx. 

At Miss Mullenger’s home, her mother 
showed a reporter a letter which ar- 
rived Monday, and which she said the 
young woman had read before going 
downtown, and had laughed at, as she 
did not then know that Taylor had 
killed himself. The letter hinted at sui- 
cidal intent. 

Mrs. Mullenger said her daughter had 
not cared for Taylor, and had tried to 
cause him to stop calling, but when he 
threatened last week to end his life she 
let him call again, and Saturday night 
went to a dance with him, Mrs. Mul- 
lenger accompanying them. He dis- 
pleased them by drinking to excess, 
Mrs. Mullenger said, and they went home 
without him. She said his attentions 
to Miss Grahl also seemd to her daugh- 
ter to be inconsistent with his profes- 
sions of devotions to her.

Miss Weldele, who had lived at the 
Stutte home since June, had been to a 
picture’ show with Albert Hooge, 19 
years old, of 4701 Nebraska avenue. She 
and Hooge were near the back porch, 
bidding each other good night when the 
boy fired from a narrow gangway at 
the side of the house. He shot three 
times. One of the bullets entered Miss 
Weldele’s abdomen. 

Patrolman Stutte told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter of the instructions he gave to 
his boy to shoot prowlers. He said 
milk thieves and chicken thieves had 
been working in the neighborhood and 
members of the family several times 
had heard noises in the back yard. Be- 
cause of this, he said, he decided to 


be handy. 

Saturady night he told his wife to lay 
the revolver on a washstand in her 
room. Then, he said, he showed the re- 
volver to Chester and told him not to be 
afraid to use it and to shoot anyone 
he found prowling about the premises. 

The boy told the reporter that this 
advice was fresh in his mind when ie 
fired the shots. He had returned home 
from a picture show; he said, and after 
going to his room he heard what seemed 
to him to be whispered conversation on 
the rear porch, 

Girl's Condition Grave. 

The girl was taken to St. Anthony’s} 
Hospital, where it was found that the 
bullet had lodged near the spine in 
such a position that an attempt to re- 
move it might cause death. At the hos- 
pital Monday it was said her condition 
was extremely serious. 1 

Chester Stutte was arrested by his 
father, who was asleep in the house 
when the shooting occurred. He was 
taken to the Carondelet poltce station 
and released on a $1000 bond. Hooge 
and Henry Stutte, an older brother of 
the boy who did the shooting, remained 
at Miss Weldele’s bedside at the hos- 
pital all night. 


Mo. Hooge also was reared there. Ha 
‘came to St. Louis to work last May. 
When Miss Weldele also found émploy- 
ment here in June, they renewed their 
acquaintance. Hooge frequently had 
called on her at the Stutte home. 

The boy said he went into his moth- 
er’s room, got the revolwer from the 
washstand and crept downstairs. ' He 
said that before shooting he called: 
Who's there?” but heard no answer. 
He could see only a man’s head above 
the railing of the rear porch when he 
fired. 

Miss Weldele screamed and fell to the 
ground and Hooge ¢ried for help. Mrs. 
Stutte, who had returned home from a 
visit only a few minutes before the 
shooting, ran into the yard. Her hus- 
band and son, Henry, soon joined her. 
Chester Stutte became frantic when he 
found he had shot his cousin. | 

After calling for help, Hooge, fright- 
ened ‘by the shots, ran through the yard 
and climbed over a rear fence. Later 
he returned and followed Miss Weldele 
to the hospital.

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By Marguerite Mooers Marshall. 
HE child, like. the race as a 


66 whole, has an instinctive 


love of knowledge. How often 

have 1 seen children leave a 
game which serves nothing but the pur- 
pose of pastime, or is without the ele- 
ments which stimulate thought, to take 
hold of a small problem which makes 
for advancement! They do 80 almost 
through instinct. They are eager for 
knowledge. And the placing ot slight ob- 
stacles in their way toward that object 

ill only stimulate them.“ 
een ee did Dr. Marla Montes- 
sori sum up her theory for the training 
of small children, the theory which Res 
at the base of her famous Method. 
and which, in my opinlon, most clearly 
differentiates it from the conventional 
kindergarten. If the average mother 
is pinned down to giving her honest 
opinion about the kindergarten, she will 
say: It keeps Bobby happy and out 
of, mischief—but of course, Bobbie does 
learn things—even if his first lesson has 
to do with something else besides „A- b, 
ab.“ My final talk with Dr. Montessori 
dealt with the how and the what of this 
learning. 

As to the manner of training him the 
educator first laid down,"a few general 
principles through her interpreter. 

“The child’s regime must be such that 
he can express himself with liberty and 
can show his natural tendencies,“ she 
said. He must be surrounded with ma- 
terials which will bring those natural 
tendencies to the fore. 

“And then the teacher—or the moth- 
er, for that matter—must observe. But 
she must not Hmit her activities to 
mere observation. In time she must 
experiment as well. Thus the lessons 
will .become little experiments. The 
child learns what collective order is and 
gradually develops through the disci- 
rlinary training until he begins natur- 
ally to distinguish good from evil. 

Now as to the daily routine. I would 
make one thing very plain, lessons 
should be individual and they should 
be brief. Every useless word or phrase 
should be cut from the remarks which 
the teacher is to make. Every word 
should have a special value. Further, 
the personality of the teacher should be 
kept in the background. Tlie object of 
the lesson is the principal thing. The 
lesson should not be insigtently repeat- 
ed, neither should the child be made to 
feel that he is making mistakes or that 
he is not understanding the lesson. If 
he is so treated his natural state will be 
more or less altered and an artificial at- 
titude will be brought about.” 

“Now, Dr. Montessori,” I suggested, 
„won't you give me an outline of a 
typical day in a case del bambini? From 
such a description American mothers 
may learn in detail your ideas for train- 
ing children.”

GALESBURG, III., Jan. 19.—Robert 
Higgins was arrested at the village 
of Rio, near here, today. Intensifying 
the sensation caused yesterday when 
Higgins’ stepdaughter, Julia Flake, 
15 years old, told the States, Attorneys 
of Knox and Mercer Counties a start- 


ling story of the death of her mother, 
Mrs, Robert Flake Higgins, Jan. 5, 
last. 

A coroner’s jury held that Mrs. Hig- 
gins came to her death by a gunshot 
wound inflicted by the accidental] dis- 
charge of a shotgim which Higgins

The statement of the girl, who also

Ten Trains Wait to Take Refu- 
gees to Fort Bliss, Where 
They Will Be Guarded. 


By Associated Presa. 

MARFA, Tex., Jan. 19.—The Federal 
soldiers and refugees who fled to the 
United States from Ojinaga, Mex., be- 
gan to arriye from the border today to 
entrain for Fort Bliss, where they are 
to be interned indefinitely. 

All the 3300 soldiers and 1300 or more 
women and children were not expected 
before night and it may be tomorrow 
before they are loaded on the 10 trains 
which are to carry them to El Paso. 

When the vanguards of the column, 
with Gen. Salvador Mercado. and five 
other Mexican generals arrived here, 
the marchers were still scattered south- 
ward in a contiguous line for 2 miles. 
Maj. McNamee with troops of calvary- 
men formed tlie escort, while behind 
the crowd of women, chilgren, horses, 
burros and dogs, more cavalry brought 
up the rear. 

The arrival here of all.the refugees, 
who are on the footing of prisoners of 
war, will end a four-days’ march of 67 
miles over a mountain road from Presi- 
dio, Tex., on the border, to which point 
the soldiers and women fled after the 
rebels attacked Ojinaga. 

Mexico Said to Be in Danger of a 
Coal Famine. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—Mexico is in 
danger of a coal famine as a result 
of her internal struggle, according to 
the Coal Age, unless the supply rom 
other countries equals the large de- 
mands. In 1913 practically all of the 
coal mines in the Southern Republic 
were destroyed or damaged and the 
paper says there seems no reasonable 
prospect of remedying ‘the situation 
within several years. 


Serrano Indians in Mexico Take to 
the Warpath, 

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 19.—The Serrano 
Indians in the State of Puebla, who 
boast that they never have been con- 
quered by any ruler of Mexico, are 
again on the warpath, Their revolt is 
said. to be under the direction of ad- 
herents of Carranza, many of whom 
have recently proceeded to the south 
of the Federal capitak. 

The movement of the Serranos is dis- 
tinct from that of the followers of 
Emiliano Zapata in the neighboring 
State of Morelos. The Serranos in 
Puebla a few days ago captured a mule 
train of ammunition from Zapata’s 
forces. 

The Serrano Indians recognize only 
the chieftainship of Juan Lucas, on 
whom Porfirio Diaz, when dictator, ton- 
ferred the rank of General in the reg- 
ular army, Dias, after failing to nabs 5 
due Lucas and his followers, bri
